Dubbed The Jewel of the Borneo Banks, 
Layang Layang presents sparkling waters, 
Captivating corals and stunning coral reefs 
which support an immense variety of fish, 
molluscs, echinoderms, crustaceans and 
other invertebrates. Rare corals may be 
found at Layang Layang, one of which being 
the Bubble Coral Plerogyra sinuosa. 


The magnificent marine life here showcases 
among the world’s greatest species diversity, 
amidst pristine marine ecosystems. Among 
the variety include colourful slugs, sponges, 
hawksbill turtles and napoleon wrasse. Plus, 
Layang Layang is an incredible Pelagics 
Paradise, a unique underwater kingdom 
with spectacular drop-offs and awesome 
vistas.

A full-service PADI dive centre serves you with certified 
instructors and qualified dive masters. Enjoy the privilege of 
renting equipment such as BCDs, fins and snorkels. The boats 
used are 28-Footers Catamarans with twin outboard engines 
for speedy transport to dive sites,

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HOW TO GET THERE 

Malaysia Airlines flies direct to Kota Kinabalu from Kuala 
Lumpur, Singapore, Hong Kong, Taipei, Kaoshiung, Tokyo 
and Seoul. The flight from Kota Kinabalu to Layang Layang 
only takes an hour. 


(Visitors should note that the baggage limit is 25kg. They are also advised to 
purchase travel insurance while adhering to the Reef and Bird Sanctuary 


Policy at Layang Layang). 


SEASON 

The best recommended visit period is between February to 
October annually. The Resort is opened throughout the year 
but during the wet season, special rates are offered. 


CLIMATE 

Fairly regular Equatorial climate 

Temperatures of 32 degrees (day) to 22 degrees (night) 
High humidity (85% to 95%) 

Hottest & driest months: June & July 

Water visibility: Beyond 100 feet.
